Sunken liner claims another victim off 



■■■■ 



The curse of the sunken Italian liner Andrea Dor- 
ia has claimed the life of yet another diver searching 
for the riches she carried to the bottom of the sea! 

Bob Santulli, a 33-year-old scuba diver from Long Island, 
N.Y., became the ninth person to die while exploring the famous 
wreck that lies 240 feet beneath the surface of the Atlantic Ocean, 
45 miles southeast of Nantucket. 

According to a witness, Santulli By ROSE GRADY 
apparently panicked while making Co^esponden^^^^^^^^^^^^ 
his second dive on the liner that 
carried 51 people to their deaths 
when she was rammed in dense 
fog by the ocean liner Stockholm 
on the night of June 25, 1956. 

"That ship is cursed," declared 
Savrin Smith, a retired fisherman 
living on Martha's Vineyard. "They 
say Santulli is the ninth diver to die 
under mysterious circumstances 
while diving on the wreck. I'd bet 
there are more than that, if the 
truth were known. A lot more!" 

The rotting hulk of the Andrea 
Doria, once the empress of Italy's 
luxury liners, is said to hold a king's 
ransom in gold, platinum and gems. 

The rumor is an irresistible mag- 



net for hundreds of devil-may-care 
divers whose sleep is haunted with 
the dream of someday bringing the 
Andrea Doria treasure back to the 
surface. 

"Diving in those waters is risky 
business," Smith said. "Out there, 
the sea can be a lover or a killer, 
depending on her mood of the mo- 
ment. 

"You may not believe in the curse 
and that's your business. But if you 
plan on diving on the Andrea Doria, 
you best think about it long and 
hard. 

"Just last year, a couple of divers 
learned about the curse the hard 
way. But they didn't live to talk 



about it. Now, we have another dead 
diver to add to the list. It's a damn 
shame." 

A Coast Guard spokesman said 
Santulli was at a depth of 210 feet on 
his second dive to the liner. As he 
and his dive buddy were about to go 
inside, he suddenly panicked. He be- 
gan gasping and signaling for help. 

His dive buddy tried to calm him, 
but the frenzied diver knocked his 
face mask off. As the buddy strug- 
gled to get his mask back on, Santul- 
li became the ninth victim of the An- 
drea Doria curse. 

"He closed his eyes, went limp, 
and the regulator fell from his 
mouth," Coast Guard Petty Officer 
Robert Thompson said. 

"We searched for his body, but 
didn't find it. It was recovered the 
next morning by the people he was 
diving with." 

"At that depth, he could have 
been hit with nitrogen narcosis 
...what they call rapture of the 
deep," Smith said. "But if you ask 
me — and you did — I'd say it was 
the curse. Who's to say I'm wrong?"

Dr. Alain Kiefer said the message was garbled and lasted less than a 
minute but made the extraterrestrials' dire situation perfectly clear. 

According to the transmission received on July 26, the base was hit by a fist-size 
meteor that cracked a protective shell — compromising its artificial atmosphere 

"If the extraterrestrials' comrades haven't gotten to them by now they're 
probably dead," the expert told reporters in Geneva. 

"I have notified the government of the United 
States," he continued. "And I strongly suggest that they 
send a probe or manned flight to the moon to investigate 
right away." 

American officials confirmed that they had been con- 
tacted by Dr. Kiefer but they refused to say what, if any- 
thing, the government planned to do. 

Meanwhile, the expert's report found itself at the cen- 
ter of a controversy among space scientists, some of whom 
suggested that the SOS might have originated on Earth. 

"If a human prankster sent the message he must 
be a genius," said Dr. Kiefer. 

"The message was transmitted in a mathematical 
code that took a pair of computers two weeks to deci- 
pher. 

"There was no mention of where the aliens 
came from or why they need a base on the moon. But 
it would seem to me that they came to our solar 
system from a great distance. 

"And they must have more than a passing in- 
terest in our planet or they wouldn't have estab- 
lished a base of operations on the moon." 

Swiss UFO researcher Georg Eckinger second- 
ed Dr. Kiefer's call for a rescue mission. 

He called the implications of the alien SOS 
"staggering" — and demanded immediate public 
statements from the U.S.

A woman stunned the medical world when she was made 
pregnant by a bullet that tore off a Bosnian soldier's testicle 
before lodging in her womb! 

On January 3 of this year, Lacy Korbride, a nurse caring for the wound- 
ed in war-torn Sarajevo, gave birth to a 6-pound girl after being shot in the 
uterus with a sperm-coated bullet, the second recorded case of 
what doctors are now calling "Trauma-Induced Impregnation." 

Fearing unwanted publicity, the shy 24-year-old volunteer from 
Dayton, Ohio, kept her phenomenal con- 
ception and the subsequent birth of her 
child a secret until now. 

But since it came to light in several 
medical journals last month, she de- 
cided to go public and allow the 
press to take photos of herself and 
her baby. 

On May 4, 1992, Miss Korbride 
was shot while running to the aid of 
a fallen Bosnian citizen during a 
gun battle. She was treated for the 
wound and released from the hos- ONLY photo of 
pital, but returned six weeks later baby's soldier 
with a problem doctors thought dod, above, 
was unrelated to the wound — she'd missed her 
period and was feeling nauseated in the morn- 
ings. Her physician referred her to gy- 
necologist Dr. Bozidar Minovic, who 
was part of a team of physicians in Bos- 
nia helping out with the UN relief effort 
there. "Miss Korbride came to me in 
June of 1992 complaining of symptoms 
that seemed to indicate pregnancy," 
writes Dr. Minovic in the recently pub- 
lished 1993 edition of the Yugoslav 
Journal of Gynecology and Obstetrics. 

"When she tested positive, my col- 
leagues and I were baffled because 
Miss Korbride was a virgin. 

"We never connected the bullet 
wound with the pregnancy until a nurse, 
looking through emergency room admis- 
sions records, pointed out that a soldier

and passed through the 
woman's abdomen into 
her womb. 

The case was de- 
tailed in the book, 
Anomalies and Curiosi- 
ties of Medicine, pub- 
lished in 1900. 

Noted French gyne- 
cologist Rene Camus 
says, "These incidents 



are extremely rare and 
isolated. Chances of 
that kind of abnormal 
impregnations happen- 
ing again are less than 
one hundred billion to 
one. 

"But they point out 
the wondrous power of 
the human reproduc- 
tive system."

Dr. Minovic was proven cor- 
rect after the baby, Candice, 
was born. "We examined the ba- 
by and found the bullet," says 
Dr. Minovic. "We removed it and 
both mother and child are doing 
fine. '

Sunbathing mom Ma- 
ria de Minas was at- 
tacked by a horde of hu- 
gry killer mosquitoes — 
who sucked every drop 
of blood from her body. 

"I've never seen anything 
like it in my 30 years," 
said Dr. Estado Silva. "She 
was bitten hundreds and 
hundreds of times in a 
matter of seconds. I doubt if 
she had time to do anything." 

The zombie-like corpse of 
the shapely young woman 
was found face-down on a 
towel in the backyard of her 
home in Sao Paulo, Brazil. 

"I've checked the medical 
records and there has never 
been an instance where a 
living being — animal or 
human — has been drained 




completely dry of blood by 
mosquitoes," said Dr. Silva. 

"Different varieties of mos- 
quitoes cause malaria, yellow 
fever and other diseases. '

a week later and re- 
leased on bond. 

Four months later, he was 
arrested again for raping a 
woman in nearby 
Brown County. 

"He was convict- 
ed and sentenced to 
10 years in prison for 
the Brown County 
rape, but a jury 
couldn't reach a de- 
cision in the attack 
on the maid of honor," Ham- 
ner said. 

When Hamner announced 
he would seek a new trial, 
Trogdon, 23, admitted the 
rape. 

He plea-bargained and 
was sentenced to five years 
in prison and five years pro- 
bation.

borhood in Capetown, South Africa. 

"You never see one without the oth- 
er," said Brad's mom, Helen. "They are 
like twins. And they stick up for each 
other, too. Bullies who pick a fight with 
Brad know they'll also have to fight 
Donnie, and vice versa. 

"They are closer than most broth- 
ers. They are rivals in everything they 
do, but there has never been the 
slightest hint of jealousy between 
them." 

The tragic chain of events that will 
shorten their young lives began three 
years ago when Donnie fell off his bi- 
cycle and cut a huge gash in his 
throat on a broken bottle. 

"Donnie lost a lot of blood and 
needed transfusions," said Mrs. 
McGowan. "He somehow received 
blood infected with the AIDS virus." 

But neither the boys nor their par- 
ents knew Donnie had the dread dis- 
ease when he and Brad became blood 
brothers while fishing at a nearby 
lake. They had seen gangsters do it in 



an old movie on TV. 

Doctors made the 
heartbreaking AIDS 
diagnosis about a year later when Don- 
nie came down with pneumonia. 

"Brad was devastated by the news. 
He couldn't eat. He cried himself to 
sleep night after night after night," said 
his dad, Frank. "He spent every waking 
minute with his buddy. 

"I was consoling him one night when 
he told me about sealing his friendship 
with Donnie in blood. My heart sank.

Lee Te-jung, has reportedly eaten more than 5,000 
snakes in the last 10 years — at least one a day, and 
vows to keep eating them i^^—

"I just love the way they Correspondent 
feel wiggling around down "^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ 



there in my stomach," says 
the 39-year old factory fore- 
man from Yu Shan, Taiwan. 
"And that fishy, salty taste is 
delicious. 

"I ate my first 
one 10 years ago, 
in 1983. I was a lit- 
tle tipsy and some 
friends caught a 
snake and dared 
me to eat it. 

"I picked it up, 
stuffed the tail in 
my mouth and 
tried to eat the 
snake in bite-size 
chunks. But it was 
too rubbery and 
my jaws got tired. 
Finally, I just turned it around 
headfirst and sucked it down 
my throat like a huge noodle. 

"To my surprise, it turned 
out to be the best meal I ever 
ate. It gave me a nice, full, sat- 
isfied feeling. 

"Since that day, I've never 
eaten anything but live snakes 
— except for a little rice for 
roughage." 

Lee eats a variety of non 
venomous snakes, ranging in 
size from six inches to four 
feet in length. He has tried 
^ dead snakes but says he 
doesn't enjoy them nearly as 
much. 

"They have to go in alive, 
headfirst, squirming and wrig- 
' J J gling, or they just don't satisfy 
f f my appetite. I've been bitten 



on the tongue a few times but 
it's worth the risk." 

Lee's stomach pitches and 
heaves, visibly, for up to an 
hour and a half af- 
terward. 

Friends say he's 
been known to eat 
up to 15 snakes in 
a single day. 

Lee has under- 
gone a battery of 
tests to determine 
what harm the live 
snakes may be do- 
ing to his system.

A massive coast-to-coast manhunt for a half 
human bat boy came to a dramatic and shocking 
end along the banks of the rain-swollen Missis 
sippi River as heavily armed FBI agents cor 
nered the creature on 



the roof of a flooded 
farmhouse in eastern 
Missouri! 

The capture of the 2-foot, 19- 



pound bat boy capped an 11 
month manhunt that began o 
Sept. 10, 1992, when the creatur 
escaped from a research facility 
in West Virginia and began 
widely publicized — and som

say "celebrated" — life on the run. 

It is not yet known what federal 
agents plan to do with the boy now 
that they have him behind bars. But 
agency insiders speculate that he will 
remain heavily sedated and incarcer- 
ated for months if not years to come. 

"This little bat boy isn't a criminal 
in the usual sense of the word but the 
FBI can't afford to take any chances," 
zoologist Dr. Ron Dillon, who first 
discovered the creature in a cave 
near Seneca Rocks, W. Va., in the 
spring of 1992, told re- 
porters at a news con- 
ference in Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

"In spite of his 
small size, the bat boy 
is as strong as a 
chimp, has razor- 
sharp teeth and can 
I be extremely danger- 
I ous when provoked. 
' I After his initial cap- 

ture and escape last 
September, the crea- 
ture was spotted from 

Washington, D.C, to Washington State and at- 
tacked six innocent people that we know of. 

"Critics might argue that the FBI is violat- 
ing the bat boy's human rights by holding him 
without cause," he continued. "But I studied 
him for almost 12 weeks before his initial es-

cape, and I can't in good con- 
science say that he is human. 

"I don't really have any say 
in the matter, but I happen to 
think that the FBI should hold 
the bat boy for scientific rea- 
sons alone." 

FBI spokesmen declined to 
comment on Dr. Dillon's report 
and would neither confirm nor 
deny rumors that the bat boy is 
being held just two miles from 
the White House in the 
nation's capital. 

The expert himself 
quoted highly placed 
FBI and Justice De- 
partment insiders as 
having said that the 
creature has, in fact, 
been jailed in Washing- 
ton since FBI agents 
cornered him on the roof of a 
— flooded farmhouse on 
the banks of the Missis- 
sippi River on July 27. 
Dr. Dillon's sources re- 
fused to pinpoint where 
the creature was captured. But 




it Mississippi flood! 



it is believed that the farm- 
house was located east of Mos- 
cow Mills, Mo., near the banks 
of the river. "From what I un- 
derstand, the bat boy was 
trapped in the rising flood wa- 
ters and climbed to the roof of 
the farmhouse to keep from 
drowning," said the zoologist. 

"Somebody spotted him and 
tipped the FBI, which dis- 
patched special agents to cap- 
ture him within the 
hour. I don't have all the 
details. 

"But I'm told that the 
bat boy was exhausted 
and hungry but other- 
wise healthy when they 
found him. 

"In spite of his weak- 
ened state, I'm told that 
the FBI approached with ex- 
treme caution. 

"They subdued him with a 
tranquilizer dart and trapped 
him in a steel-mesh net to get 
him out of the flood and back to 
Washington." 

As Weekly World News 
and other major media 
have previously reported, 
Dr. Dillon discovered the 
bat boy during a study of 
subterranean life forms 
in a West Virginia cave in 



the spring of 1992. The expert 
took the creature to a research 
facility in Wheeling for further 
study. 

Before the bat boy managed 
to escape in September 1992, 
Dr. Dillon determined that his 
enormous amber eyes enabled 
him to see in the dark and that 
his oversized ears worked like 
radar. 

In the weeks and months 
that followed, the creature was 
spotted in no less than 27 
states. As late as July, a Las 
Vegas businessman claimed to 
have trapped the bat boy in his 
garage and Dr. Dillon actually 
jetted to the city in a bid to re- 
cover him. 

But by the time he arrived 
the creature had vanished and 
somehow made his way to Mis- 
souri in time to be trapped by 
the flood. 

Then, as now, the zoologist 
contends that the bat boy be- 
longs to a race of creatures 
that have lived underground for 
thousands of years. 

"The FBI is keeping the bat 
boy under wraps at this point 
but down the road he'll have to 
be turned over to scientists 
who can find out who — and 
what — he is." Dr. Dillon said.

Trail did not leave a note be- 
hind, but investigators from 
the Sydney, Australia, police 
department say they believe 
loneliness and homesickness 
may have led her to suicide. 

"It's a terrible loss," said 
a friend, stunned by news of 
the tragic death of the fiery- 
tempered former British 
Olympic hopeful. "She was a 
happy person. She was a 
fighter. No one can under- 
stand why she would want to 
kill herself." 

Police say the gorgeous 
blonde had come home from 
a dance with her boyfriend, 
John Gilmour, and gone to 
her apartment on the 23rd 
floor of her high-rise building 
in Sydney. At about 3:30 in 
the morning, she plunged in a 
death dive off the living room 
balcony. 

"They had enjoyed a won- 
derful night out," the dead 
woman's mother, actress Hel- 
en Scott, said after speaking 
with Gilmour. "John seems to 
have blocked it out. He said 
something happened but he 
can't remember what" 

Tiffanie was a well-known 
diver in international diving 
circuits and was thought to 
have a good chance at a med- 



al in the 1992 Summer Olym- 
pics. But bad luck had 
stalked the stunning diver. 

She was crushed when her 
parents divorced several years 
ago. Not long afterwards, an 
ex-boyfriend was killed in a 
diving accident. 

Then she was sidelined by 
a wrist injury and missed her 
chance to compete in the 
Olympics. 

Last fall, Tiffanie s mar- 
riage broke up and the heart- 
broken athlete left England 
and moved to Sydney. There, 
friends say, she suffered from 
intense homesickness. 

"She tried to keep her 
chin up, but I guess things 
just piled up," her friend 
said. "We are all devastated."

healthy people usually have correspondent 
nails that are well formed, 
whitish, semitransparent and 
fairly hard. But certain illness- 
es within the body can affect 
the nails' appearance in vari- 
ous ways, he noted. 

•'There are numerous dis- 
eases that can be potentially 
diagnosed through the nails," 
declared the doctor, an expert 
in clinical medicine. Dr. Aron- 
son gave these examples of 
telltale fingernail signs: 

1. Watch glass nails. The 
nails are rounded, like the glass 
on a wristwatch, rather than 
flat. This condition can signal 
heart or lung disease, including 
tumors and cancer, and also 
can be a sign of bowel or liver 
problems including cirrhosis. 

2. Spoon nails. The nails 



are concave, like spoons held 
in the position for eating, and 
are usually thin. 

This can be a sign of ane- 
mia, hypothyroidism, hyper- 
thyroidism and the secondary 
stage of syphilis. 

3. White bands across the 
nails. This is a sign of chronic 
protein deficiency. It often oc- 
curs in the kidney disease 
nephrosis. 

4. Blue nails. The skin un- 
der the nail is blue, but the 
nail itself is normal. This con- 
dition can signal congenital 
heart disease, a blood clot in 
an artery or vein, or phlebitis. 

5. Raised nails. In this con- 
dition, the nail actually lifts up 
from its bed. This can indicate 



local psoriasis, local fungus in- 
fections, extreme anemia or 
Raynaud's disease, a spasm in 
the arteries leading to the fin- 
gers. 

Dr. Aronson pointed out, 
however, that changes in nail 
color also can result from fac- 
tors other than illness — such 
as using a new soap powder or 
detergent, applying some nail 
polishes and contact with cer- 
tain medications.

HELP A FRIEND 
THROUGH A CRISIS!

Helping a friend or a loved one 
through an emotional crisis can be a lot 
easier if you follow a few simple rules, 
says a prominent psychologist. 

"There are a number of effective things you 
can do and say that help," said Dr. Fredrick Koenig. 

"And if you do come through in a time of crisis, 
it'll be a rewarding experience for you and the person 
you help." 



Dr. Koenig, a respected 
expert in the field of psy- 
chology, offered the follow- 
ing tips for helping a person 
cope with an emotional cri- 
sis: 

1. Be sure your help is 
requested and welcomed. 

If you offer help when it 
is not wanted, it'll be con- 
sidered an intrusion and 
you'll be considered nosy. 

2. Don't preach. 

If you know something 
you think is pertinent and 
helpful, speak up. 

But don't go into a long- 
winded discussion of your 
philosophy. 

3. Avoid cliches. 

If you say to someone, 
"That's the way life goes," 
or, "Those are the breaks," 
it's another way of saying, 
"Don't bug me with your 
problems." 

4. Don't play down an- 
other person's problems.

troubled person, "Oh, for 
goodness' sake, that's noth- 
ing. 

"Look what happened to 
so-and-so." 

5. Put yourself in the 
other person's shoes. 

Since most problems are 
not unique, try asking your- 
self, "What was it like when 
I went through the same 
problem this person is go- 
ing through?" 

6. Do something. 

If the person you're try- 
ing to help is immobilized 
with distress or grief, don't 
ask if you can help. 

Pitch in and do the laun- 
dry, walk the dog, shop for 
groceries, clean the house 
or whatever needs to be 
done. 

7. Provide a perspec- 
tive. 

When someone is facing 
an emotional crisis, try to 
point out to them that it's 
temporary, not a permanent 
thing. 

Convince them they'll 
survive no matter how hor- 
rendous the situation may 
seem. 

8. Point out the person's 
assets. 

A person who is in deep 
distress often reaches the 
point of completely giving 
up. 

Try to prevent this by 



pointing out their assets 
— such things as their 
family, home, job, communi 
ty standing and so forth. 

9. Make plans for the fu- 
ture. 

Telling someone, "I know 
things look bleak now, but 
later on you and I can learn 
to bowl together," lets them 
know that there will be a fu- 
ture and that you will still 
be around.

WEEKLY WORLD NEWS IS 
#1 ON COLLEGE CAMPUSES!

Imagine having an intelligent conversation 
with an elephant, an orangutan, a wolf or a cheetah! 

Amazing things are happening in the world of animal 
communication, and researchers say that this ancient 
dream of man — to be able to talk to the animals — is al- 
ready becoming a reality. 

"We are on the verge of mak- 
ing major breakthroughs in 
communication between man 
and animal," declared Dr. Rein- 
hard Greenspan, professor of 
psychology at Germany's Berlin 
University and author of a soon- 
to-be-published book based on 
his own study of a chimpanzee. 

"Advances with sign lan- 
guage have uncovered emotion- 
al, physical and psychological 
needs of chimpanzees who can 
think creatively on a highly ad- 
vanced level," he said. 

"The next step is to get them 
to talk about things on a verbal 
level. I think we are ready to 
make that next step." 

That "next step" can be 
achieved with the use of com- 
puters, believes Dr. Hilda Crige, 
head of the Gorilla Foundation 
in Copenhagen, Denmark. She's 
been working since 1972 to 
teach a lowland gorilla how to 
talk with sign language. Recent- 
ly she has been experimenting

with computers. "My guess is 
that we will be communicating 
with animals, using computers, 
within two years," she said. 

Dr. Raymond Glice is con- 
vinced that the only thing that 
is preventing chimpanzees 
from communicating freely 
with us now is their inability to 
speak. "If they had a voice box 
and could control the range of 
sounds that we can, they would 
be talking," he said. 

"Already these animals are 
creating language. They are 
making metaphors. They are 
drawing analogies. 

"They are using terms to ex- 



press emotions. I see no limit to 
it" 

Zoologist Dr. Jose Maneros 
believes that not just chimps but 
other higher mammals will be 
able to talk with humans. 

"Our best bets are wolves, 
panthers, elephants and chee- 
tahs, in addition to apes and dol- 
phins," he said. "These and oth- 
er animals have wanted to 
communicate with us, but just 
haven't been able to." 

By training animals with spe- 
cial machines, "we could con- 
verse with them like they were a 
member of the family. The ma- 
chine could give us a vocaliza- 
tion for whatever the animal 
thinks. I think orangutans are 
even brighter than chimps," 
added Dr. Maneros. 

"And perhaps they could pass 
on the secrets of their past. 

"Through a computer, they 
could transfer their thoughts in- 
to charted brain waves. Then the 
computer would change these 
waves into understandable word 
sounds. The first step in trans- 
lating human thought waves has 
already begun. There is no ques- 
tion this can be done in animals. 
The sky is the limit in this field."

NASA scientists admit they 
were surprised when space 
probes began sending infor- 
mation about Venus back to 
Earth. 

"Venus has a searing at- 
mosphere and surface heat 
of 850 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Dense sulfur clouds wreathe 
the planet. Sulfuric acid drop- 
lets, liquid and solid sulfur 
drip down from the clouds," 
said one NASA researcher. 

"The ancient legends of

Many feature venomous spines 
in front of their fins that can 
cause painful, sometimes fatal 
injuries to fishermen.

In about 40 varieties of cat- 
fish, it's the doting dads who in- 



cubate the eggs. The father car- 
ries up to 55 eggs gently in his 
mouth for almost a month be- 
fore they hatch. 

• The walking catfish can 
actually "walk" for a quarter 
mile or more on land, sculling 
with its tail as it elbows along on 
spiny pectoral fins. 

This amazing catfish, which 
has an air breathing organ, can 
survive without water for up to 
12 hours. 

• The electric catfish from 
Africa produces electricity that 
can exceed 450 volts, which it 
uses to hunt prey and to defend 
itself.

Bizarre disease mokes 
victims laugh themselves 

to death! 



HAVANA, Cuba — Health authorities in 
Cuba are scrambling to cope with a bizarre 
new epidemic in which victims break into 
fits of uncontrollable giggling — and actually 
die laughing within a 
few months! 

The agonizing deaths are 
caused by a rare disease 
called Kuru, which is nearly 
always fatal. To date it has 
been reported in three ru- 
ral villages, but officials say 
that it is spreading rapidly 
and may soon affect popula- 
tions throughout the coun- 
try. 

"We are dealing with a dan- 
gerous virus here and we are 
frankly very worried," said Ha- 
vana public health doctor Emi- 
lio Rodriguez. "In some of the 
affected towns, doz- 
ens of men, women 
and children can be 
seen strolling the 
streets, giggling like 
idiots. 

"It's only a mat- 
ter of time before 
they lapse into a co- 
ma and die. It's the 
virus' effect on the 
brain that causes 
victims to laugh un- 
til they die — but 
they're certainly not having 
any fun. This is a horrible dis- 
ease and people who get it suf- 
fer greatly." 

Cuban health officials were 
in the middle of battling an-

other disease — a mysterious 
ailment that causes nerve 
damage, dizziness, weight loss 
and blindness — when the new 
epidemic emerged in early 
June. 

As headlines about the first 
epidemic faded, they were re- 
placed by scare stories about 
the new laughing disease. 

"We were just getting on top 
of one epidemic when the oth- 
er one struck," Dr. Rodriguez 
said. 

"And the frightening thing is 
that we know we're dealing 
with Kuru but we still don't 
have a cure for it or a way to 
stop its progress. 
We're seeing 400 
new cases every 
day now. 

"Last week Pre- 
mier Fidel Castro 
toured the province 
of Camaguey where 
the main outbreak 
has occurred and 
he is extremely 
concerned. He has 
ordered emergency 
procedures to stop 
unnecessary travel in and out 
of the villages where Kuru 
has been detected." 

Although American public 
health workers have not com- 
mented officially on the fright- 



ening new disease, some have 
spoken off the record about 
their fears. 

"The Cubans are in desper- 
ate shape economically and 
they can't afford to wage an 
all-out battle to wipe out Ku- 
ru," said one official. "So un- 
less we help them out, it's only 
a matter of time before this 
thing comes into the United 
States through Miami. If that 
happens, it could be a worse 
public health disaster than 
AIDS."

An ancient, heavily populated city in Paki- 
stan was instantly destroyed 2,000 years before 
Christ by an incredible explosion that could 
only have been caused by an atomic bomb.

searcher, David Davenport, 
who spent 12 years study- 
ing ancient Hindu scripts 
and evidence at the site 
where the great city — Mo- 
henjo-Daro — once stood. 

"What was found at the site 
of Mohenjo-Daro corresponds 
exactly to Nagasaki,'' declared 
Davenport, who published his 
startling findings in an amaz- 
ing book, 2,000 Years Before 
Christ — Atomic Destruction. 

"There was an epicenter 
about 50 yards wide where 
everything was crystallized, 
fused or melted," he said. "Six- 
ty yards from the center, the 
bricks are melted on one side, 
indicating a blast." 

The horrible, mysterious 
event of 4,000 years ago that 
leveled Mohenjo-Daro was re- 
corded in an old Hindu manu- 
script called the Mahabhara- 
ta, which has been guarded by 
holy men for centuries: 

"White-hot smoke that was 
a thousand times brighter 
than the sun rose in infinite 
brilliance and reduced the city 
to ashes," the account reads. 

"Water boiled . . . Horses 
and war chariots were burned 
by the thousands . . . The 
corpses of the fallen were mu- 
tilated by the terrible heat so 
that they no longer looked like 
human beings. . . ." 

The description concludes: 
"It was a terrible sight to see 
. . . Never before have we seen 
such a ghastly weapon." 

Based on his study of many

ancient manuscripts, Daven- 
port believes that the end of 
Mohenjo-Daro was tied to a 
state of war between the Ary- 
ans and the Mongols. 

Aryans controlled regions 
where space aliens were mining 
minerals and exploiting other 
natural resources, he believes. 

Because it was a Mongol 



city, the aliens had agreed to 
destroy Mohenjo-Daro on be- 
half of the Aryans. "The aliens 
needed the friendship of the 
Aryan kings so that they could 
continue their prospecting and 
research," explained Daven- 
port. 

"The texts tell us that 
30,000 inhabitants of the city 
were given seven days to get 
out — a clear warning that 
everything was about to be de- 
stroyed. 

"Obviously, some people 
didn't heed the warning, be- 
cause 44 human skeletons 
were found there in 1927, just 
a few years after the city was 



discovered. All the skeletons were 
flattened to the ground. For exam- 
ple, a father, mother and child 
were found flattened in the street, 
facedown and still holding hands. 

"There is no doubt that an atom- 
ic explosion took place." 

Interestingly, the ancient texts 
refer repeatedly to the "vimans, 
or the flying cars, which fly un- 
der their own power," he add- 
ed. 

Davenport's intriguing the- 
ory has met with intense inter- 
est in the scientific communi- 
ty. Nationally known expert 
William Sturm said: "The 
melting of bricks at Mohenjo- 
Daro could not have been

caused by a normal fire . . ." 

Added Professor Antonio 
Castellani, a space engineer in 
Rome: "It's possible that what 
happened at Mohenjo-Daro 
was not a natural phenome- 
non!"

Channel your mind into prayer 
and positive thoughts and you can 
live to be 150 or even older, says a 
leading doctor. 

"There's more to the mind than 
20th-century medicine realizes," said 
Dr. Irving Oyle, author, lecturer and a 
family physician. "The mind is so 
powerful that we can all live to be 150 
years old. 

"We have evidence that people 
could live to be 150 years old. so why 
don't we do it? It boils down to our 
mental activities." 

Positive thoughts trigger the re- 
lease of beneficial hormones in the 



body and these in turn help the body 
to heal itself, explained Dr. Oyle. 

"When you think a beautiful 
thought you release healing hor- 
mones in your body," Dr. Oyle said. 

"It's a question of mind over mat- 
ter. If you can control your thoughts 
then your body will be healthier. 

"Now, if you have a view of the 
world where you really believe life is 
a series of ongoing catastrophes, ca- 
lamities and crises, those beliefs put 
your body in a fight-or-flight state in 
which your body is constantly geared 
to defend itself against hostilities. 

"When we get into these anxiety- 
ridden states we interfere with the 



body's normal healing process. If you 
presume that you live in a hostile uni- 
verse, the reaction to that presump- 
tion is what wears out your body." 
Prayer is a good way to combat anxie- 
ty, said Dr. Oyle, author of The New 
American Medicine Show. 

"Prayer is absolutely beneficial," 
Dr. Oyle declared. "When you pray, 
you assume that there is some force in 
this universe which is on your side. The 
minute you do that, your body relaxes. 

"And if you really believe that God 
will help you, you have immediately 
instituted the healing process. Faith 
itself creates the hormones that 
make you live longer. It's fantastic!"

The United States has agreed to 
buy a captured UFO from the 
Russian government for $1.2 bil- 
lion in one of the most astonish- 
ing exchanges of military technol- 
ogy ever! 

That's the word from au- 
thor and UFO expert Na- 
thaniel Dean, who quoted 
several highly placed Pen- 
tagon sources as having 
said that the starship was 
captured by Russian troops in 1990 and has been 
flown by human pilots on at least three mis- 
sions, including one top se- 
cret sortie during 




the 1991 Gulf War. 

Neither Russian 
nor American officials 
will comment on the 
sale of the UFO. But 
Dean said that no less 
a figure than President 
Bill Clinton participated 
in the negotiations to 
buy the craft, which is 
shaped like a saucer and 
reportedly has the capac- 
ity to fly at speeds ap- 
proaching 93,000 miles per second 
— which is half the speed of light. 

"The purchase of this UFO will 
change our space and military capabil- 
ities forever," declared Dean, who is 
based in Washington, D.C., and widely 
considered to be one of the world's 
leading authorities on UFOs. 

"In better times, the Russians 
wouldn't even admit to having such a 
prize, much less offer to sell it to the 
U.S. But the country is collapsing. 

"The Russian government is 
strapped for money. And the sale of the 
starship proves just how strapped they 
g are." 

g This isn't the first time that the Rus- 
sian UFO has made headlines. 
46 As Weekly World News and other 
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major media previously reported, 
documents smuggled to the West 
noted that Russian troops on routine 
maneuvers spotted and murdered a 
crew of nine extraterrestrials in Si- 
beria in the spring of 1990. 

The report went on to say that 
the troops commandeered the ali- 
ens' starship and flew it to 
an air base west of Mos- 
cow, where it was stud- 
ied and periodically 
flown. 

In a subsequent re- 
port, high ranking intel- 
ligence sources said 
that the Russian mili- 
tary loaned the UFO to 
the U.S. Air Force, 
which flew the UFO on

at least one bombing run over 
Iraq during the Gulf War in 
1991. 

Dean's sources say that for- 
mer President George Bush of- 
fered to buy the starship as early 
as September of 1992. Negotia- 
tions apparently stalled after Bill 
Clinton won the election. 
But talks resumed in earnest 



last February, when Clinton of- 
fered Russian President Boris 
Yeltsin "a substantial transfer 
of hard currency" in exchange 
for the UFO. 

"According to my sources, 
Yeltsin knew he had the upper 
hand and held out as long as he 
could," said Dean. "I don't 
know what the original offer 
was. 

"But I'm told that President 
Clinton raised the ante on three 
occasions before the Russians 



agreed to accept $1.2 bil- 
lion for the starship on Ju- 
ly 7. 

"Just when the UFO will 
be delivered is anybody's 
guess. I would assume that 
the Russians would expect 
a partial payment before 
they turn the craft over to 
the U.S. Air Force, but that 
may not be the case." 

Just how the UFO will 
be financed is not clear. 
Dean's sources have sug-
